San Marino, the “oldest republic in the 
world, since it dates from the fourth 
century, has just held the halt yearly 


s election of its two captains regent, who 


govern this Lilliputian commonwealth 
much in the same way that the repub- 


lie of Rome was governed by its two 


consuls. In the hands of these captains 
regent is vested all the executive power 
and they hold office for six months only, 
the election invariably taking place be- 
fore the high altar in the great church 
dedicated to the founder of the republic, 
St. Marinus, the Dalmatian hermit. The 
new captains regent are a couple of 
doctors, Deisto Morri and Vincenzo Mar- 
cucel, the former a professor of chem- 
istry whose fame extends far beyond 
the narrow limits of the republic, which 
has an area of but thirty-eight square 
miles. 

It has an army of less than a thousand 
men, of whom forty are officers, and 
which is just now on a war footing. 
For, although in the enumeration of the 
powers of the entente San Marino is 
usually forgotten, it joined them two 
years ago in breaking off all friendly re- 
lations Germany and Austria * 
in n. war against them. a:
